AN ORDINANCE OF THE BOARD OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 
OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA AMENDING THE 1989 
COMPREHENSIVE PLAN AS ADOPTED BY ORDINANCE NO. 
89-17, AS AMENDED; AMENDING THE FUTURE LAND USE 
ELEMENT (TO ADD A POLICY TO REQUIRE VEHICULAR AND 
NON-VEHICULAR ACCESS CONNECTIONS BETWEEN AND 
WITHIN COMMERCIAL DEVELOPMENTS); TRANSPORTATION 
ELEMENT (TO UPDATE POLICIES AND TO ADD A POLICY 
TO REQUIRE LINKAGES BETWEEN NON-RESIDENTIAL LAND 
USES); AND AMENDING ALL ELEMENTS AS NECESSARY; 
PROVIDING FOR REPEAL OF LAWS IN CONFLICT; 
PROVIDING FOR SEVERABILITY; PROVIDING FOR 
INCLUSION IN THE 1989 COMPREHENSIVE PLAN; AND 
PROVIDING FOR AN EFFECTIVE DATE. 


WHEREAS, on August 31, 1989, the Palm Beach County Board of 
County Commissioners adopted the 1989 Comprehensive Plan by Ordinance 
No. 89-17; and 

WHEREAS, the Palm Beach County Board of County Commissioners 
amends the 1989 Comprehensive Plan as provided by Chapter 163, Part 


II, Florida Statutes; and 


WHEREAS, the Palm Beach County Board of County Commissioners have 


initiated amendments to several elements of the Comprehensive Plan in) 


order to promote the health, safety and welfare of the public of Palm 
Beach County; and 

WHEREAS, the Palm Beach County Local Planning Agency conducted 
its public hearings on February 14 & 28 and March 14, 2003 to review 


the proposed amendments to the Palm Beach County Comprehensive Plan 


and made recommendations regarding the proposed amendments to the Palm| 


Beach County Board of County Commissioners pursuant to Chapter 163, | 


Part II, Florida Statutes; and 
WHEREAS, the Palm Beach County Board of County Commissioners, as 


the governing body of Palm Beach County, conducted a public hearing 


pursuant to Chapter 163, Part II, Florida Statutes, on April 2, 2003 | 


to review the recommendations of the Local Planning Agency, whereupon 


the Board of County Commissioners authorized transmittal of proposed 


amendments to the Department of Community Affairs for review and / 


comment pursuant to Chapter 163, Part II, Florida Statutes; and 


WHEREAS, Palm Beach County received on June 23, 2003 the, 


Department of Community Affairs “Objections, Recommendations, and 


Comments Report,” dated June 20, 2003 which was the Department's

WHEREAS, on August 21, 2003 the Palm Beach County Board of County 
Commissioners held a public hearing to review the written comments 
submitted by the Department of Community Affairs and to consider 


adoption cf the amendments; and 
WHEREAS, the Palm Beach County Board of County Commissioners has 
determined that the amendments as modified satisfy the concerns 
addressed in the Department of Community Affairs' "Objections, 
Recommendations and Comments Report" and comply with all requirements 
of the Local Government Comprehensive Planning and Land Development 
Regulations Act. 
NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OF COUNTY 
COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, that: 
Part I. Amendments to the 1989 Comprehensive Plan 
Amendments to the text of the following Element of the 1989. 
Comprehensive Plan are hereby adopted and attached to this ordinance | 
in EBxhabie L: : 
A. Future Land Use Element, to add a policy to require shared | 
entrances and vehicular and non-vehicular access between | 
and within commercial developments; 
B. Transportation Element, to update policies and to add | 
policy to require linkages between non-residential land | 
uses; and 
Cs Amending all elements as necessary for internal 
consistency. 
Part II. Repeal of Laws in Conflict 
All local laws and ordinances applying to the unincorporated area 
of Palm Beach County in conflict with any provision of this ordinance 
are hereby repealed to the extent of such conflict. 
Part III. Severability 
If any section, paragraph, sentence, clause, phrase, or word of 


this Ordinance is for any reason held by the Court to be 


the remainder of this Ordinance. 


Part IV. Inclusion in the 1989 Comprehensive Plan 


The provision of this Ordinance shall become and be made a part 


of the 1989 Palm Beach County Comprehensive Plan. The Sections of the

Ordinance may be renumbered or relettered to accomplish such, and the 
word "ordinance" may be changed to "section," "article," or any other 
appropriate word. 

Part V. Effective Date 

The effective date of this plan amendment shall be the date a 
final order is issued by the Department of Community Affairs or 
Administration Commission finding the amendment in compliance in 
accordance with Section 163.3184(1)(b), Florida Statutes, whichever is 
applicable. No development orders, development permits, or land uses 
dependent on this amendment may be issued or commence before it has 
become effective. If a final order of noncompliance is issued by the 
Administration Commission, this amendment may nevertheless be made 
effective by adoption of a resolution affirming its effective stew, | 
a copy of which resolution shall be sent to the Florida Department of. 
Community Affairs, Division of Community Planning, Plan Procesaštig. 
Team. An adopted amendment whose effective date is delayed by law; 
shall be considered part of the adopted plan until determined to ba 
not in compliance by final order of the Administration Commission. | 
Then, it shall no longer be part of the adopted plan 
unless the local government adopts a resolution affirming its 
effectiveness in the manner 
provided by law.

Objective 1.4 Roadway System

REVISED TE Policy 1.4-g: The County shall reduce the need for widening major and 
minor thoroughfares by encouraging the placement of a well inter-connected system of 
solestor streets. Where an interconnected system becomes possible, care should be 
given to a community's quality of life, the amount of through-traffic, the impacts on 
safety, and overall security. 


REVISED TE Policy 1.4-h: The County shall discourage the use of dead-end streets, 
loop streets, and oversized blocks in favor of through-streets {eelesters} and shorter 
blocks; provide cut-throughs for pedestrian access to transit; and promote landscaping of 
rights-of-way. 


REVISED TE Policy 1.4-i: The County shall encourage new developments to include: 
1) an interconnected system of sellecter streets in their development plans which 
consider appropriate adjacent parcels with potential for future compatible developments; 
2) stub streets that connect to adjacent undeveloped parcels with a potential for future 
developments; and 3) stub streets that tie into existing adjacent stub streets. 


Objective 1.9 Bicycle, Pedestrian, and Linked Open Space Facilities
